The bad news is that the project 
will not be completed until October 
1991. Though some of the current 
crop of freshmen will be here through 
the labor pains of construction, 
scheduled to begin in October 1990, 
the rest of the campus must try to 
glean some sense of vicarious plea- 
sure from the thought of future gun- 
erations of CSUS scholars parking 
with ease. 

Parking Administrator James 
Leese attributes the time lag between 
the manafest necessity for the lot and 
actua! construction to “red tape and 
paperwork and justifications.” 

“it is just tremendous to build,” 
said Leese, adding that the $8,000 
per space price tag has bern a for- 
midable obstacle to securing appro- 
val for the project. Construction of a

Parking sticker sales usually 
number between 12,000 and | 3,000, 
according to Leese. There are 7,868 
parking spaces on campus, exclud- 
ing the “overflow lot,” the unpaved 
area on the south side of College 
Town Drive 

However, there is only one hour 
a day, the “peak time of 10:00- 
11:00" when there are literally no 
«pen parking spaces, Leese said 
Ihe rest of the day it is merely an art, 


not an impossibility, to be able to 
park within a mile of one’s class 

Leese expressed some admira- 
tuon for the practice of this art, “Stu- 
dents are amazing. We should get 
them to design the white lines in the 
ew lot. They can get more cars ina 
siuall area!” 

When students become too crea- 
tive, however parking in red 
zones and backing into bushes to 
hide improper or nonexistent park- 
ing suckers — a force of seven park- 
ing off.cers is on hand to keep them 
in line

Leese estimated that the officers 
write 60-70 uckets a day at the 
beginning of 4 semester, the number 
tapering off to 20-25 by the end of 
the term 

Leese is sympathetic to the park- 
ing plight of students, but his empathy 
ends with the “no decal person.” 

“We want to get him out as soon 
as possible so (hat students who pur- 
chase decals will have a place to 
park, We can usually clear them out 
within the first month,” Leese said 

Total fines amount to about 
$100,000 at the end of the fiscal 
year, estimated Leese. CSUS receives 
half of this sum, the remainder of 
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which is retained by Municipal 
Court 

CSUS uses its share of the take 
for programs for “alternate means of 
transportation,” Leese said. The bike 
compound ts one such endeavor 

The new parking garage is par- 
tially funded by parking decal sales, 
although Leese said he is unaware of 
any plan to increase fees. The final 
decision, however, is up to the 
Chancellor's Office 

The future of commuters to CSUS 
appears secure. But let us not be too 
smug in our tamperings with divine 
folly.

Phe proverbial straw that broke 
the camel's back came for CSUS in 
the form vof an estate left to Harvard, 
Columbia, and CSUS. The estate 
was to be divided between the three 
universities provided the schools 
could writ: up a Charitable 
Remainder Annuity [rust, saying 
that they would pay the widow of 
the deceased oui of the moneys each 
year 

Harvard and olumbia, armed 
with huge legal sta\fs, had no prob 
lem coming up with the required 
provisicas. CSUS, on the other hand, 
as a State institution, could not 
accept “encurnbered funds.”

In response to this, the school 
has established the CSUS Trust 
Foundation. The Foundation has 
been set up to “acquire and manage 
private financial and other resour- 
ces for the university.” 

Gifts to the umiversity used to be 
handled through the Homet Foun- 
dation which had no specific branch 
to deal with these situations. But 
with the establishment of the Trust 
Foundation, CSUS has “entered a 
new era” said Marguerite Taylor, 
executive director of University 
Advancement at CSUS. 

The Foundation also is establish- 
ing a Pooled Incorae Fund for 
CSUS

The Sacramento AIDS Founda- 
tion, in association with FM-102. 
gave away 1,536 condoms ai CSUS 
Feb. 19 to publicize National Con- 
dom Week 


Tim Warford, a Sacramento 
AIDS Foundation spokesman, 
handed out packages of condoms to 
curious and slightly embarrassed 
students in the library quad. Helping 
Warford were FM-102 disc jockey 
Steve Jordaft and promotion direc- 
tor Melodie Hill. 

“We're trying to familiarize

While the mood of the giveaway 
was lighthearted, the message behind 
it was serious. ““We can’t let AIDS 
wipe out a whole generation,” War- 
ford said. He added that according 
to the Surgeon General, condoms 
are the most effective means of 
AIDS prevention short of abstinence 

fhe condom giveaway was 
designed to force people to discuss 
AIDS prevention, according to

Warford. He said, “People can avoid 
paying attention to iton TV or inthe 
newspaper, but if you stick a pack- 
age of condoms in their pocket, 
they'll go home and talk about it.” 


Warford said that National 
Condom Week originated four of 
five years ago as a way for pnarma- 
ceutical companies to introduce col- 
lege students to condoms. Modesto 
Communtiy College was the only 
campus Wariord contacted that 
refused to participate. By reiusing, 
the people at Modesto were not 
thinking very broadly, he said

Stereo thefts increase 
in CSUS parking lots

Car stereo theft is becoming one 
of the worst crime problems on 
campus this semester 

According to Carl Perry Spokes- 
man for the university's office of 
Public Safety, there have been 26 
reports of property stolen from cars 
on campus between Jan. 15 and 
Feb. 10 alone. Not including week 
ends, that is roughly one theft per 
day 

“Lately we're getting hit pretty 
hard,” Perry said. “There's parking 
lots all over the campus.” 

The items reported stolen ranged 
from clothes to books to sound 
equipment, but Perry says the main 
target 1s stereos. “If they can’t get the 
stereo out fast enough, they go for 
speakers, cassette tapes, equalizers, 
etc.” 

One of the problems, however. 
1s the jack of witnesses. Perry said 
that it is hard to dea) with this or any 
type of crime without witnesses, and 
says that if someone calls them to 
report an incident, Public Safety 
officers “can get anywhere on cam- 
pus in 2-3 minutes.” 

“Out of ail those crimes (26), 
only one person contacted vs who 
thought anything was wrong,” Perry 
said 


There are two, sometimes three, 
officers patrolling, but there are 
almost five umes as many parking 
lots on campus as officers trying to 
watch over 8,000 to 10,000 cars and 
deal with other safety matters, too 


According to Public Safety sta- 
uustics, few cars that have alarms are 
broken into. When asked if car 
alarms sometimes go off inadvert- 
ently or when bumped, Perry says 
that “so long as nothing has been 
stolen, they (alarms) are doing their 
job.” 


Also from Public Safety statis 
tics, of the 26 reported thefts, more 
than half of which were in the after- 
noon, nine windows were smashed 
and 11 locks were “jimmied” witha 
slim-jim from inside the door itself 

Perry says that most of the broken 
windows come from thieves trying 
to pry windows open enough to 
reach inside 


Of the 26 incidents, }0 were in 
the dorm lots, one in coin fot 1 (by 
the dorms), two in coin lot 2 (scuth 
end of campus), and 13 from the 
large lot and assorted green sticker 
lots 

Perry said that the items that get 
Stolen most often, all across the 
nation’s campuses, are unattended 
property, bikes and car stereos

After Easterly was declared the 
winner of the election, his opponent, 
Marta Sala, requested either a re- 
vote, or a re-count of the ballots 

“T just want to make sure,” 
explained Sala about her request 

Senate Chair Sandra Samaniego 
called a recess in order to determine 
if Sala’s request was valid and in 


accordance with parliamentary 
procedure. When the meeting re- 
convened, however, the matter was 
dropped and Easterly remained vice 
chair 


At the meeting, the Senate also 
voted to uphold the November fee 
increase repeal. The Senate resolu- 
tion read as follows “Whereas, 
75 percent of the students who 
voted repealed the increase which 
was passed spring, 1986 and 

“Whereas, ASI is obligated to 
uphold the wishes of the students 
that 11 represents, therefore be it 


“Resolved, that ASI officially 
recognize the voice of the students 
by upholding the fee increase repeal 
and reduce the fee from $26 to 
$13 

“Although the repeal was upheld 
by the senate,” explained ASI 
Financial Vice-President Kerri Cole, 
“it's not binding. The university 
could siep in and disagree.” 

Cole explained that the senate 
decided the money collected will go 
in the reserve funds. Later, the senate 
will negotiate to determine if any 
ASI programs need a financial boost

“Dostoevsky In Love,” a play by 
CSUS English Professor Richard 
Bankowsky, premiered Thursday 


Feb.19 in the Playwright’s Theatre 
The play concerns the life and love 
affairs of a 19th century Russian 
writer, Fyodor Dostoevsky (1821 
1881). Dostoevsky ts considered by 
many to be one of the world’s grea- 
test novelists 

Bankowsky’s play, directed by 
Gerard A. Larson of the CSUS 
drama department, combines vivid 
drama and humor to contrast Das- 
toevsky’s haunted past with his 
promising future 

The play revolves around three 
women in Dostoevsky’s (Mark 
Manske) life.
